This piece was- part of an ongoing exploration of the material,Colorcore. (-a 
Formica substance composed of paper, plastics, & resin compressed into layers. 
This allows the color to be visible throughout the thickness of the material.) 

In this brooch, the Colorcore became a pallet of sorts, to apply my additional 
materials. I used a "creative breaking" technique to obtain my shard type 
Colorcore shapes. In a sense, by using modern materials, the piece becomes a 
contemporary petroglyph. The visual content is a metaphor of exactly what the 
title states - one approach to going about the creative art process.
